Enlarged Adenoids, Tonsils 
Cause Variety of Symptoms 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
THE child who Is afflicted with 
enlarged adenoids and tonsils is 
likely to suffer from a whole 
group of other sy mptoms, Includ­ 
ing poor hearing. As a rule, such 
y oungsters are plagued by infec­ 
tions in the nasal sinuses, mouth 
breathing, watery discharge from 
the nose, sneezing, and coughing. 
These sy mptoms spring from al­ 
lergy or oversensitivity , whereas 
the deafness is due to blocking of 
the tubes leading from the ear to 
the throat by an overgrowth of 
ly mphoid tissue. X-ray treat­ 
ments seem to be effective in 
these cases when combined with 
other forms of treatment. 
The Irradiation or X-ray treat­ 
ment of the ly mphoid tissue in 
the throat causes it to shrink, but 
this shrinking is not permanent. 
Of course, great care 
must be 
taken to guard 
against an ex­ 
cessive amount of 
irradiation. 
Too little radiation is 
also haz­ 
ardous since it may stimulate the 
cell growth. If the right amount 
Is used, it causes shrinking. Prop­ 
erly carried out, however, the 
treatment is 
without 
danger. 
Hence, It must be done by some­ 
one who is competent. Such treat­ 
ment is not 
a substitute 
surgery . 


If it is definitely determined 
that the hearing 
difficulty is 
permanent, 
the treatment with 
irradiation is not advisable. 
Eliminate Contact 
An effort should be made to de­ 
termine the substances 
to which 
the child is sensitive so that con­ 
tact with them may be elimi­ 
nated. 
Various drugs may be used to 
give temporary 
relief, such as 
those which shrink the lining 
membrane of the nose and per­ 
mit better drainage. Surgical re­ 
moval of the tonsils 
and excess 
ly mphoid tissue In 
the throat 
should be given consideration. 
However, it 
may be better to 
avoid these operations until the 
child is six y ears of age. 
Whenever a child suffers from 
mild deafness, together with a 
nasal discharge, a complete study 
by the phy sician is needed to 
determine the exact cause; then 
the most suitable treatment can 
be carried out.

THE child who I* afflicted w ith 
enlarged adenoids and tonsils is 
likely to suffer from a whole 
group of other symptoms, includ­ 
ing poor hearing. As a rule, such 
youngsters are plagued by infec­ 
tions In the nasal sinuses, m outh 
breathing, watery discharge from 
the nose, sneezing, and coughing. 
These sym ptom s spring from a l­ 
lergy or oversensitivity, whereas 
the deafness Is due to blocking of 
the tube* leading from the ear to 
th e th ro at by an overgrowth of 
lym phoid tissue. 
X -ray tre a t­ 
m ents seem to be effective In 
these cases when combined with 
other form s of treatm ent. 
The Irradiation or X -ray tre a t­ 
m ent of the lymphoid tissue in 
the th ro at causes It to shrink, but 
this shrinking is not perm anent. 
Of course, great care must be 
taken to guard against an ex­ 
cessive am ount of irradiation. 
Too little radiation la also haz­ 
ardous since it may stimulate the 
cell growth. If the right am ount 
is used, It causes shrinking. Prop­

If it is definitely determ ined 
that the hearing difficulty is 
permanent, the treatm ent with 
irradiation Is not advisable. 
Eliminate Contact 
An effort should be m ade to de­ 
term ine the substances to which 
the child is sensitive so th a t con­ 
tact with them may be elimi­ 
nated. 
Various drugs may be used to 
give tem porary relief, such as 
those which shrink the lining 
membrane of the nose and per­ 
m it better drainage. Surgical re­ 
moval of the tonsils and excess 
lymphoid tissue in the throat 
should be given consideration.

What About Radioactivity 
In the 
House? 


A few simple steps will go a 
long w av toward Keeping your 
house from besot c ontam inate d 
b\ lingering radioactive wastes 
scattered about sr. some bomb­ 
ings. As a ride, it is far easier 
t 
prevent radioactive pollution 
of a household than it is to Te­ 
rr, ve it. 
Keep all windows and doors 
dost I f r a* least several hours 
after an 
atomic 
bombing. 
In 
fact. better leave them shut un­ 
til civil defense authorities pass 
the word that there is no linger­ 
ing radioactivity in your neigh­ 
borhood Should you get an offi­ 
cial r e p o r t that there is serious 
contamination in 
the 
vicinity, 
better cover all broken windows 
with bl J nu ( t s o r cardboard. 
Whenever there is widespread 
neighborhood pollution, 
it will 
be impossible to keep your house 
absolutely free of it* A little is 
bound to seep in through cracks 
or else down the chimney. (By 
all means close the dampers rn 
fireplace flues and shut off air 
conditioners and ventilating fans 
not equipped with special 
fil­ 
ters!. Unless you are careful. 
some radioactivity is likely to be 
tracked sn by people 
or 
pets. 
Keep your cat or dog indoors. 
And when you come in from out­ 
side, leave your shoes at 
the 
door, for their soles are likely 
to be covered with radioactive 
dusts. Better still, wear rubbers, 
galoshes or other disposable foot 
coverings over your shoes. Take 


germs that may get into dam ag­ 
ed water mains. 
What About Radios 
and Telephones? 
Neither explosive nor linger­ 
ing radioactivity has any effect 
on the operation of most mech­ 
anical or electrical devices. Un­ 
less the wires are down or there 
is a power failure, both your 
lights and telephone should con­ 
tinue to work. But don’t rush to 
the phone inst to find out how 
Aunt Susie may have weathered 
the attack. Leave the lines open 
for real emergency traffic. 
The bomb's radioactivity will 
not interfere with the operation 
of your radio. In the event of at- 
tack, be sure to turn it on. It may 
be your main source of em erg­ 
ency instructions. And don’t for­ 
get 
Battery-operated 
portable 
sets, including those installed in 
automobiles, 
will 
continue 
to 
work even if the city power goes 
off. 
Television 
reception, 
like 
radio, won’t be jam m ed by ra ­ 
dioactivity. 
What About Automobiles? 
One more household suggest-1 
ion: In 
times 
of 
emergency 
don’t park the family automobile 
on the street. Leave 
the 
way j 
clear for emergency t r a f f i c . ) 
Keep the windows rolled up to 
prevent possible contamination 
of the interior by underwater or 
ground bursts and don’t worry 
whether or not it will run. Rad­ 
ioactivity won’t 
interfere 
with 
operation of its fuel or ignition 
system. 
What About Children? 
Everything in this b o o k l e t 
holds true for all mem bers 
of 
the family, including 
children, i 
old people, or shut-ins, It would 
be a good idea to talk over the

shot in the arm : you m ust simp­ 
ly take the known steps to avoid 
it. 
If you follow the pointers in 
this little booklet, you stand far 
better than an even chance of 
surviving the bomb’s blast, heat, 
and radioactivity. W hat’s more 
you will make a definite contri­ 
bution to civil defense 
in your 
community, 
because 
civil de­ 
fense must start with you. But 
if you lose your head and blind­ 
ly attempt to run from the dan­ 
gers. you may touch off a panic 
that will cost your life and put 
tremendous obstacles in the way 
of your Civil Defense Corps.

Should you help to clean up a 
contaminated area, you might 
get some radioactive materials 
or. both your body and clothing.

Take off 
your outer garments outdoors or 
in the basement. Then wash, if 
you can, using warm water and 
plenty of soap.

but don't use the family washing 
machine Sc rub all contaminated 
objects in buckets or tubs used 
for that purpose only. 


What About Food and Water? 


To prevent harm from acci­ 
dentally eating or drinking ra­ 
dioactivity, throw out all unpack­ 
aged foods that 
were 
l y i n g 
around where dust from ground 
bursts or mist from underwater 
bursts might have settled on 
them. And before opening can­ 
ned or bottled goods, wash the 
outside of the containers thor- 
oghly. That will remove most 
of the pollution that may have 
gotten on them. Also be lure that 
all cooking utensils and table­ 
ware are scrubbed clean in or­ 
der to remove any invisible, ra­ 
dio# w e dusts. Food and utensil 
that were rn closed drawers or 
tight cupboards will be all right. 
If ;? was an a r burst don’t 
worry about the food in the house 
It will be safe to use. 
Be careful of drinking water 
after atomic explosions. There 
is little or no chance that water 
actually inside household pipes 
at the time of attack will be 
made radioactive* If a little is 
drawn off right after the burst 
and pla #d in clean containers 


dren should discuss the booklet 
with teachers and other parents 
at FTA meetings 
and

gatherings. 
You may be sure that, in times 
of emergency, all schools will be 
well organized for the protection 
of children. 
Children old enough to under­ 
stand can be taught to do the 
right things. Younger 
children: 
simply will have to depend on 
their parents. 
To Sum Up 
To sum up, always remem ber 
that blast and heat are the two 
greatest dangers you face. The 
things that you do 
to 
protect 
yourself from these dangers us­ 
ually will go a long way toward 
providing protection from the ex- j 
plosive radioactivity loosed 
by

While the lingering radioactiv­
